List No. 11 in the Edison Archives was prepared for the Brussels factories manufacturing cylinder recordings. It lists 
the recording dates of nine of the ten contracted recordings of the young John McCormack and was sent to Brussels 
on September 24 lh for moulding. A total of 32 records organized for the December 1904 release comprised this list. 
The final list No. 11 would include 38 cylinders with 6 Christmas recordings, by the Edison Male Quartet, not 
processed in Brussels, to limit the number. Apparently all 10 McCormack recordings were intended for December 
release as his recordings were listed from the very beginning with a final three at the end. The actual date of the last 
recording, 13191, is uncertain. The fact that this record was not ready for inclusion and the complication of the 6 
Christmas records added to the December list makes it probable that it was recorded during Edison sessions 2-4. It 
was released March 1905 on List No. 13. Two additional Christmas records, also by the Edison Male Quartet, were 
added to the published December list to replace the deleted McCormacks.
